Tbe gusrds remained with as for 
half an hotv longer and than depa i tad 
at a awlft pace, and It waa not long be- 
fore one «f the men worked a band 
loose and then treed the reet ot us. It 
wiia a h\l£ Ihltin those bill men tia<l .'le 
eelljpIlHlu-il, anil nothiii;; eoiilti have 
been more neatly dune, but as 1 stood 
hi tha opaa dasr aC that looted maga- 
slne I nimoet wished tbey hsd put sn 
end to me l»-fore tbey left. Our lirlifa- 
lUer waa a tlery tenipereil <»i<i chap, 
ready to crltlclau ami censure a sul> 
ardlaata, aad I knew tbat I waa In for 
a court amrtlal and a disgraceful dls- 
mlaaal from tba sarrlce. It waa my 
despair and deapcratlon that gare me 
a sudden Idea. Tbey bad neither de- 
atroye<l nor taken away our arms, and 
I wunhi follow on their trail with my 
guard of (Ittaan men. It was a forlorn 
hope, and I eoold not aoa how any ad- 
vantage was to come of It. Init we set 
off Boon after tbe guards were out nf 
f\tiht. lunl within an hour we rauKiii 
aliiht of the elephauta as tbey topiivd a 
distant ridga. Psartag no pnranit, the 
lilli men hsd left no rear guard, and 
when we reaehed tliC rUlKe we looked 
tl ovn ni>oii a wIlrrlitK Hoeiie.
